OVERVIEW:  
The Purchasing and Contracting (P&C) is pleased to provide this annual report, which provides 
construction, consultant, and vendor diversity participation statistics. This report also highlights 
programmatic activities, achievements, and goals for the future. Information provided in this report 
covers the period of July 1, 2019 through June 30, 2020. 

PROPOSED ACTIONS:  
This is an informational item. No action is required by the Committee or the City Council. 

DISCUSSION OF ITEM:  
The Small Local Business Enterprise (SLBE) Program was adopted by the City of San Diego (City) in 
2010, with the intent of providing a race and gender-neutral tool1 to help stimulate and promote the 
utilization of the city’s local business community. Over the last ten years, the program has allowed 
for opportunities within the City’s procurement of goods and services, construction, and 
architectural and engineering (A&E) consultant contracts. Benefits of becoming certified as an SLBE 
or Emerging Local Business Enterprise (ELBE) include sheltered bidding opportunities, bid discounts 
and preference points, as well as mandatory subcontracting participation goals specific to City 
certified firms in construction contracts. 

1 In compliance with Prop 209, passed by the voters in 1996 adding Article 1 section 31 of the California Constitution. 
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The Equal Opportunity Contracting Program (EOCP), a division of P&C has identified programmatic 
improvements to SLBE Program in order to ensure the intent of the program is being carried out 
with respects to small and local firms who are certified into the program. Since 2010, the City has 
gradually increased its pool of SLBE/ELBE certified firms and continues to utilize these small and 
local firms to improve the City’s streets, infrastructure and capital improvements. During that span 
the City has experienced various challenges that were not in the spirit of the program. Because of 
these challenges, clarifications to the definitions of the business structure and locality are being 
made, changes to eligibility requirements for certified Micro Businesses (MB) and Disabled Veteran 
Business Enterprise (DVBE) firms with multiple owners; and strengthening the requirement that 
certified firms provide immediate notice to EOCP when changes to a business status, structure, or 
ownership occurs. Program updates will be implemented by the second quarter of 2021.  

Disparity Study 

In January of 2019, the City committed to undertaking a disparity study to examine the contracting 
practices for the City. As part of that commitment,  the City commissioned a study to determine if 
the companies that do business with the City reflect San Diego’s diversity. P&C issued a request for 
proposal (RFP) seeking a qualified and experienced consultant to develop and undertake a disparity 
study on behalf of the City. Several firms responded with the City selecting BBC Research & 
Consulting (BBC) to commission the study. 

In early 2020, EOCP staff began working with BBC to identify whether any gaps exist in the City’s 
contracting practices with traditionally underrepresented groups and provide recommendations to 
remedy gaps identified, if applicable. BBC reviewed data on contracts awarded by P&C and the 
Engineering & Capital Projects (E&CP) Department between July 1, 2014 through June 30, 2019, 
covering a five (5) year fiscal period. Information on the awards made during this period would make 
up the quantitative portion of the study.  

The study will further provide a qualitative analysis, focusing on the City’s contracting policies and 
potential barriers, marketplace conditions, and legal concerns. BBC conducted four (4) public 
outreach events, held six (6) focus group meetings, and over forty (40) in-depth interviews. Due to 
COVID-19 BBC altered their strategy to perform all outreach, focus groups, and interviews virtually. 
BBC also conducted availability surveys with the local business community to identify the potential 
availability of firms in San Diego County, challenges they face with doing business with the City and 
other contractors, capacity limits and testimonials. This information will assist BBC in getting a 
wholistic view of City contracting and challenges that may be occurring. The City anticipates 
receiving final study results from BBC during the first quarter of 2021.  

Community Outreach and Involvement 

EOCP participates in the Public Agency Consortium (PAC) as representatives of the City. The PAC is a 
partnership of regional agencies focused on increasing the diversity of business participation on 
public agency contracts and procurement. PAC meets quarterly to discuss contracting trends, issues, 
and discuss how agencies can best serve their communities. Aside from participating in regular 
meetings, all members participate in various outreach events hosted by participating agencies to 
help increase small business participation on government contracts. This partnership includes: 
California Department of Transportation (Caltrans); City of San Diego; County of San Diego; 
California Department of General Services; Metropolitan Transit System; Metropolitan Water District 
of Southern California,; Naval Facilities Engineering Systems Command (NAVFAC) Southwest; North 
County Transit District; Port of San Diego, San Diego Association of Governments (SANDAG), North 
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San Diego Small Business Development Center (SBDC) Network, San Diego Orange Imperial 
Procurement Technical Assistant Center (PTAC), San Diego County Regional Airport Authority, San 
Diego County Water Authority, San Diego Housing Commission, San Diego Unified School District, 
and the University of California San Diego (UCSD).  

EOCP also partners with the North and South San Diego SBDC to promote the benefits of becoming 
certified within the SLBE program. San Diego SBDC  delivers up-to-date counseling, training, and 
technical assistance in all aspects of small business management. SBDC services include, assisting 
small businesses with access to capital, marketing, production, organization, engineering and 
technical problems and feasibility studies. EOCP conducts hands-on trainings on how to become 
certified in the SLBE program, including assistance with submitting SLBE application and presenting 
program benefits such as bid discounts, restricted bidding, and preference points for best value 
contracts. 

EOCP staff attended several outreach events throughout the County of San Diego during the fiscal 
year, as evidenced in Attachment 1. These events help engage small businesses by providing them 
information on the City’s SLBE program benefits and help identify potential bidding opportunities 
based on the good or service a business provides. The intent is also to help increase the number of 
willing and able firms within the SLBE program and, subsequently, increase the participation of SLBE 
firms on City contracts.  

Mentor Programs 

Staff is involved in the Calmentor2 Mentor-Protégé Program sponsored by Caltrans as steering 
committee members and pairing facilitators. The program is designed to encourage and support 
small businesses through voluntary partnerships with mid-size and larger firms. Specifically, the 
program aims to increase the participation of small Architectural and Engineering (A&E) firms in 
public transportation projects in the San Diego region. Calmentor partnerships include Caltrans, 
District 11 Small Business Council (D-11 SBC), SANDAG, City of San Diego and American Council of 
Engineering Companies (ACEC) - San Diego Chapter.  

EOCP staff also participate in the Construction & Commodities (C&C) Mentor Protégé program3 as 
steering committee members and pairing facilitators. Founded as a non-profit organization, the C & 
C Mentor Protégé program is designed to foster relationships within the construction and building 
industry by bridging the gap between small businesses and larger firms. Some of the program 
benefits include enhancing growth potential, increasing small business participation in construction 
projects, building capacity, and fostering business relationships in the San Diego Region.  

SLBE Program: By the Numbers 

The SLBE program currently has 507 certified firms in various service categories. The number of 
certified firms will vary at any given time due to any of the following reasons:   

1. Firm fails to renew their certification (no longer wants to be in the SLBE Program);
2. Firm allows for a lapse in certification;
3. Firm exceeds the 3-year average income cap established.

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Firms seeking to become certified as a SLBE or ELBE firm must meet program eligibility 
requirements including income documentation4 and proof that the business is local. The graph 
below shows the average number of certified firms in the SLBE program during the last three fiscal 
years. 

SLBE Participation Rate Exceeds Annual CIP Goal 

The Capital Improvement Program (CIP) establishes an annual aspirational goal for participation of 
SLBE firms on construction and A&E contracts during the fiscal year. For FY 2020, the goal remained 
at 20% due to the  Pure Water projects that were due to be advertised. Given the size of each of the 
projects and the subcontracting requirements, it was anticipated that there may be a  an impact to 
overall SLBE participation on City projects.  EOCP continues to work with E&CP to ensure efforts are 
made to ensure as many eligible CIP construction projects as possible for restricted competition; 
sheltering and creating prime contracting opportunities for the City’s certified small and emerging 
local businesses.   

By engaging internal and external stakeholders, the construction and consultant industries, and with 
the continued support of the City’s executive team, participation by SLBE/ELBE firms on CIP projects 
with SLBE requirements was 26 percent5 for FY 2020. The graph below shows SLBE participation 
compared to the established aspirational goal over the last three fiscal years.

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While  SLBE participation appears to remain the same, it is important to note that the overall dollar 
value awarded to SLBE/ELBEs during this fiscal year increased from that of FY 2019, however, 
participation percentages are consistent with previous fiscal years. Reasons for varying amounts can 
be attributed to project sizing, complexity, and volume of projects based on asset type. 

The graph below shows the total value of contracts awarded to SLBE or ELBE firms on construction 
or A&E consultant contracts (combined) over the last three fiscal years. A detailed list identifying the 
SLBE/ELBE firms who were awarded contracts during this fiscal year is provided in Attachment 2. 
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Awards to Certified Firms in Construction Contracts Consistent with Previous Years 

The City encourages participation by other types of certified firms on City contracts, outside of those 
designated in the SLBE program. The certifications recognized by the City include: Disadvantaged 
Business Enterprise (DBE); Disabled Veteran Business Enterprise (DVBE); Minority Business 
Enterprise (MBE); and Woman Business Enterprise (WBE). EOCP not only monitors participation for 
contracts subject to SLBE requirements, but also for all certified firms across all funding sources and 
subcontracting requirements.  

During FY 2020, E&CP issued 106 contracts6 totaling $329.3 million, of which $78.1 million was 
awarded to City SLBE or ELBE certified firms for all contracts regardless of funding source, including 
emergency and sole source contracts. Participation during this fiscal year has increased by $29 
million when compared to last fiscal year.  

Contracts awarded with SLBE program requirements during this fiscal year included 80 major7 
contracts totaling $284.3 million and 4 minor contracts totaling $700 thousand. The 80 major 
contracts identified contained mandatory SLBE subcontractor participation requirements, while the 
4 minor contracts were restricted to SLBE/ELBE bidders only.  

Below is a breakdown of the distribution of contract dollars for projects subject to SLBE 
requirements to City-certified SLBE or ELBE firms, as well as non-SLBE/ELBE8 firms for the last three 
fiscal years.

The diversity of awards based on race/ethnic group for FY 2020 was $34.8 million. Table 1 below 
shows the diversity of contract awards for the last three fiscal years for all projects regardless of 
funding source (City, State, Federal).

10 This category was created during FY 2018 to capture firms that did not provide demographic information (race and/or 
gender) for the majority owner of the company. This change was implemented to provide more accurate statistics. Previously, 
firms that did not provide any demographic information were systematically defaulted to the Caucasian and Male categories.  
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Participation by female-owned firms for all contracts awarded regardless of funding source (City, 
State, Federal) during FY 2020 totaled $16.2 million. Awarded dollars to female-owned firms shows a  
decline over the past two fiscal years. It is important to note that in FY18, there were  two large 
projects awarded to female-owned firms  totaling $6.3 million dollars.  Overall, female-owned 
participation remains consistent with trends from previous fiscal years. 

While the report shows information over three fiscal years, these numbers are for informational 
purposes only. A true year-after-year comparison of the awarded dollars during each fiscal year is 
difficult due to several factors, including:  

1. Asset Type – The City does not issue the same number of contracts each year for the
same type of asset (e.g. surface improvements, water/sewer pipelines, paving, etc.),
which impacts the number of available certified firms eligible to participate on City
contracts due to the scope of work;

2. Contract Sizing – To protect City interest, larger projects require contractors to have
a larger bonding capacity. The larger the contract and bonding requirement, the less
likely a smaller firm or qualified disadvantaged business will be able to participate on
the contract as a prime contractor; and

3. Funding Source – The City applies for grants and loans from various State and
Federal agencies each year to be utilized for various projects. Each agency may have
its own subcontracting program requirements and may impact the type of bidder
that will submit a bid for the project and the utilization of the required certified
firms. The State and/or Federal agency funds utilized on projects during this fiscal
year is discussed later in this report.
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During FY 2020, 22 Public Works contracts totaling $44.2 million were awarded without SLBE 
program requirements. Contracts may be exempt from SLBE requirements if there is an additional 
funding source (State and/or Federal) or if the contract is considered an Emergency or Sole Source. 
The breakdown of the 22 projects that were not subject to SLBE program requirements is shown 
below.   

As noted in the graph, during FY 2020, there were three (3) projects subject to funding sources other 
than that of the City. The Federal and/or State funding agencies utilized for Public Works projects 
during this fiscal year include:   

1. Department of Transportation (DOT) - Federal Highway Administration (FHWA);

2. Department of Housing & Urban Development (HUD) – Community Development Block
Grant (CDBG); and

Each of the agencies above require their own subcontractor participation program, which precludes 
the City’s ability to incorporate the SLBE Program and mandatory SLBE subcontracting goals. The 
subcontracting requirements for each of the agencies is as follows:   

1. Federal Highway Administration (FHWA) – Mandatory DBE goal established based on
availability by work category code. Bidder is required to meet the goal or submit good
faith effort documentation (GFE); and

2. Community Development Block Grant (CDBG) – Fair share goals established by HUD and
bidder is required to submit GFE documentation regardless if subcontracting goal has
been met. The U.S. Small Business Administration (SBA) as follows:

5 percent Small Disadvantaged Business (SDB);
5 percent Women-Owned Small Business (WoSB);
3 percent HUBZone Small Business (HubZone);
3 percent Service-Disabled Veteran-Owned Small Business (SDVoSB)

The Engineering & Capital Projects Department awarded $46.9 million11 in A&E consultant contracts 
during FY 2020, of which $10.9 million went to certified SLBE or ELBE firms as shown in the chart 
below12.

SLBE in Goods and Services Contracts   

During FY 2020, the Purchasing & Contracting Department awarded a total of $254.3 million in 
goods and services contracts. Of this amount, $9.2 million was awarded to certified 
DBE/DVBE/ELBE/MBE/SLBE/WBE firms. Only contracts in which the Purchasing Agent is required to 
advertise for sealed bids or proposals in the City’s official newspaper shall incorporate a 20 percent 
voluntary SLBE goal and 5 percent bid discount for bids or up to an additional 12 percent of the total 
possible evaluation points for proposals based on SLBE participation. Refer to Council Policy 100-10 
for SLBE Program applicability. In previous reports (FY18 and FY19),  the Diversity Reports included 
information on total spend amount for POs issued through P&C. For this report, and to remain 
consistent with the reporting of CIP contracts, the information will reflect contract awards on 
formally solicited contracts.   

Table 3 below depicts the distribution of formally solicited goods & services contracts based on 
certification type for the past three fiscal years.

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Contract Compliance: Pre-Award Activities  
  
Staff ensures vendors awarded contracts are compliant with various Municipal Code and Council 
Policy requirements that EOCP is tasked with overseeing. EOCP tasks can be broken up into pre-
award and post-award duties. Pre-Award duties include:  the review of all Mayoral and Council-
driven actions by analyzing work force reports, equal employment opportunity (EEO) plans, and 
verifying nondiscrimination in contracting. During the advertisement phase of procurement,  staff 
may participate in pre-bid or pre-proposal meetings as indicated in solicitation documents, 
addressing questions related to EOCP and/or  subcontracting requirements, and after bid opening 
or proposal submittal dates, conducting bid evaluations to ensure compliance with required 
subcontractor participation requirements based on funding agency.

Contract Compliance: Post-Award Activities   
  
Post-Award contract compliance monitoring is conducted after the award of a contract. Duties 
include attending pre-construction or pre-job meetings, conducting site visits and employee 
interviews, monitoring subcontractor participation levels via monthly invoicing reports and final 
summary reports, monitoring payment of prevailing wages, and monitoring apprenticeship 
utilization.   
  
Staff actively monitors all service-related contracts that include prevailing wage requirements and 
will report any work to resolve any issues including under payments, misclassification of employees 
or apprenticeship violations prior to engaging the Division of Labor and Standards Enforcement

As owner of Brown Field Airport and Montgomery Field Airport, the City is a recipient of U.S. 
Department of Transportation (DOT) Federal Airport funds. As a condition of receiving these funds, 
the City must establish a Disadvantaged Business Enterprise (DBE) Program in accordance with 
regulations of the U.S. Department of Transportation (DOT). It is the policy of EOCP to ensure that 
DBEs, have an equal opportunity to receive and participate in DOT-assisted contracts.  
 
Citizen's Equal Opportunity Commission (CEOC)  
  
EOCP continues to facilitate the monthly meetings of the CEOC on the first Wednesday of each 
month at 6:00 p.m. During the fourth quarter of FY 2020 meetings were suspended due to COVID-
19.  The Commission is active in the promotion and support of equal opportunity in contracting and 
continue to provide valuable input with regards to critical policy decisions that impact equal 
opportunity.   
  
Duties of the Commission include:   
  

1. Monitor and/or evaluate the City’s Equal Opportunity Program;  
  

2. Advise the Mayor, City Council, Civil Service Commission and other appropriate agencies 
of City government on a continuous basis;

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3. Submit written reports to the Rules Committee and City Council for review;  
  
4. Assist in the recruitment of competent historically underrepresented individuals and/or 

businesses, women and persons with disabilities, and  
  
5. Promote the City as an Equal Opportunity Employer to individuals and firms desiring to 

contract with the City.   
  

During this fiscal year, CEOC had eight commissioners serving the commission. Currently, three 
advocacy positions remain to be filled: Native-American, African American, and Disabled. Staff 
continues to work with the Office of Boards and Commissions to fill all vacant positions.
